Salesman Dies at Hotel. 
Fred M. Possell, 62 years old, of 618 
Delaware avenue, Buffalo, N. Y., a 
salesman for a lumber firm in Quincy, 
lll., was found dead in his room on the 
sixth floor of the American Hotel this 
morning. He is believed to have died 
yesterday. A chambermaid entered the 
room yesterday afternoon, but saw him 
lying, as she supposed, asleep across the 
foot of the bead, and went away. Re- 
turning this morning she saw the body 
still in the same position, and notified 
the hotel office.

ROOSEVELT ORDERED 


Io REST 4 MONTHS 


Has Resulted in 


Physicians Demand Absolute 
Examination Reveals That Malarial Fever 


Quiet When 


Enlargement of Spleen 


and Loss of Vitality. 


By Associated Press. 


OYSTER BAY, June 27.—Four months of absolute rest has 
been prescribed for Col. Roosevelt by his physicans who informed 


him that he was suffering from an enlargement of the spleen and 
a loss of vitality as a result of the malarial fever he contracted in 


the South American jungles. 

“But in four months the campaign 
will be over.“ the Colonel said today. 
Consequently, he added, he considered 
it an impossibility for him to follow his 
vhysician’s advice. 

Col. Roosevelt had abandoned his 
campaign trip across the continent, 
which had been arranged tentatively for 
September. He also telegraphed to 
Pittsburg that he would make only one 
speech there on Tuesday night. Two 
bad been arranged. 

The change in the ex-President’s plans 
came after an examination made last 
night by Dr. Alexander Lambert of New 
York. Dr. Lambert came to Oyster Bay 
and spent more than an hour inspecting 
his patient. Then he told him that he 
must rest for four months. He urged 
the Colonel to give up his trip to Pitts- 
burg, to make no speeches during the 
campaign and as far as possible to give 
up everything that would tax his 
strength. 

He explained, the Colonel said, that 
it would require a long period to shake 
off the effects of the malaria ard that 
if this were not accomplished the dis- 
ease might become so fastened upon 
him that he would never recover his full 
strength. It might even impair his men- 
tal vigor, the physician said. 

Col. Roosevelt declined to heed the 
warning. He said it would be an im- 
possibility for him to give up his cam- 
paign work. 

“I think Dr. Lamb took a gloomy 
view,” Col. Roosevelt said laughingly 
„But I shall take care of myself as well 
as I can and I'll see that the malaria 
does not get settled in my system.” 
Upon his return from Pittsburg, Col. 
Roosevelt is to see Dr. Holbrook Curtis 
of New York, a throat specialist. He 
hopes that Dr. Curtis will take a more 
optimistic view of his condition than did 
Dr. Lambert. But whatever the physi- 
cians say of the possible consequences, 
he is determined, he said, to go on with 
the campaign in a limited way. 


BISHOP LILLIS HURT AT

Visiting Kansas City Prelate 
Receives Scalp Wound When 
Plank Falls From Scaf- 
folding. 


Bishop Thomas F. Lillis of Kan- 
sas City received a two-inch scalp 
wound Thursday morning at the New 
Cathedral, Lindell boulevard and 
Newstead avenue, when a 10-foot 
plank fell from a scaffolding. 
Bishop Lillis came to St. Louis 
Tuesday to ordain 11 Catholic priests 
in Archbishop Glennon's absence 
Thursday. In company with Coroner 
Padberg, and the Rev. Fathers Davis 
and Johnson of St. Louis University, 
he visited the new Cathedral.

A sician, who would not allow 
his name to be used, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that en- 
largement of the spleen re- 
sults from many causes, but is most 
commonly the effect of malarial 
bacteria in the system. It is com- 
mon among the people of certain 
parts of Arkansas, where malarial 
conditions prevail. 

The spleen is normally a small 
gland on the left side of the body, 
the function of which is to make 
blood. When infected it enlarges 
to enormous propertions at times, 
and is a dangerous ailment.

charles A. Lemp, first vice-president 
of the William J. Lemp Brewing Co, 
has returned from a tour of Japan and 
Hawall, and has brought back a cool 
little midsummer beard of Oriental cut, 
to the amusement of friends who knew 
him only as smooth shaven. * 
Lemp grew a beard on his way toe 
Japan, and it was quite an affair by 
the time he started back, but during 
his return on the ship Empress of Rus- 
sia, he had most of it removed.

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ANARCHY IS RIFE 
N ALBANIA, SAYS 
AMERICAN ENVOY 


George F. Williams, Minister to 
Greece, Asks Powers to 
Create Neutral State. 


ATHENS, June 27.—George Fred Wil- 
liams, American Minister to Greece, yes- 


terday sent to the newspapers a report 
of his investigations in Albania which 
country he visited recently by authority 
of the Washington Government. In his 
report Willlams says he saw the Epo- 
rote insurgent leader, Zographos, and 
placed himself at the disposal of the 
international commission of control, 
which, however, gave him no reply. 

Williams says he considers the con- 
dition in Albania anarchial and declared 
the present regime impracticable, owing 
to antagonistic rivalries. He appeals 
to the Powers to create a neutral state 
with an essentially local government. 

The report attributed to Williamg de- 
nounces as ‘‘a horrible crime” what the 
Powers are doing in Albania. It does 
not even spare the Prince of Weid, say- 
ing of him: 

“I found a Prince, calling himself 
King with no powers, no territory and 
no subjects except his wife and chil- 
dren.” 

Elsewhere in the report Williams says: 

“I uncovered at Durazzo an epochal 
scandal of anarchy, incompetence, hy- 
pocrisy and murder. My first effort 
was to find the Albanian Government. I 
found none except six warships and 
they were silent. 

“I took opinions on the London agree- 
ment. Everyone agreed from its plain 
reading that it created no government 
except one of armed force from abroad 
for which all the authorities were clam- 
oring. 

“Five ostensible governments were in 
sight. First, the six great Powers, with 
all the power; second, the commission 
with control of the civil administration 
and finance; third, the Dutch gendarm- 
erie, with control of the military; fourth 
the Prince, without any powers remain- 
ing; fifth, the Ministry, with no powers.

HOMAS A. JANVIER has written 
BE a series of somewhat exotic stories 
now published under the title, At 
the Casa Napoleon.“ The characters in 
these stories all live in the hostelry 
from which the book takes its name. 
It is true that most of the characters 
are not overburdened by moral or other 
scruples, but they are so intensely and 
preciously human that one forgets their 

foibles and delinquencies. 

The first story shows the deep human- 


ity of these folk, particularly when the 


innocent and naive little bride, who, 
with her young husband, are the only 
Americans in the place, is sick. There 
is a fine touch when Mrs. Mortimer asks 
the husband’s pardon for not buying 
flowers or anything for the sick little 
bride. She explains tnat with her money 
it is best not to buy gifts for so inno- 
cent and pure a little woman. But, 
like a watch dog, she sits at the en- 
trance in order to run errands in behalf 
of the suffering little woman, who re- 
covers and all ends happily. 

The Efferati Family, in same book, 
will cause you to laugh out loud even 
if you happen to read the book on the 
street car. It is so humorous and yet 
so natural. Allin all the characters are 
lovable. They are interesting because 
they are so unusual. The book really 
presents a bit of life which does not 
seem to take place under American skies 
because it is so foreign in atmosphere. 
But it ceals with men and women who 
are foreigners and who only happen to 
live here. It is written with a French 
flavor, simple, gentle, delicate. 

The book being a posthumous work, 
contains a fine portrait of the author 
and a short biographical sketch by Rip- 
ley Hitcheock. It is a book you will 
enjoy reading, especially at this season 
of the year.—(Harpers.) 


THE AMAZING ARGENTINE, 
OHN FOSTER FRASER’S new 
7 book, “The Amazing Argentine.“ 
is a British work, apparently not 
copyrighted in this country, though it 
bears an American publisher’s name. 
It views the remarkable progress of the 
Southern republic from the British view- 
point, but is, in the main, of equal in- 
terest to Americans. He gives consfder- 
able attention to the Argentine meat 
problem, and says the Chicago packers 
are trying to gain control of the Argen- 
tine supply, but that the Argentine Gov- 
ernment is disposed to resist such a 
commercial conquest, which would, he 
believes, raise the price of the, world's 
meat supply. 

Argentina, the writer says, is no place 
for the poor man or the small investor. 
The cost of living is high beyond any- 
thing known in English-speaking coun- 
tries, and the only demand is for farm 
laborers, who come from Southern 
Europe. “It is a land without ideals. 
Religion is at a discount, and as yet 
nothing worthy of the world’s note has 
been produced in art or literature. There 
is no national conscienc:. It is a coun- 
try for money-making.” Buenos Alres, 
he declares, is the most immoral city 
in the world. The prophecy is made 
that the land question will soon vex 
Argentina as it now vexes Mexico, since 
land ownership is rapidly concentrating.

The League of the Leop- 
ards is a religious order of fierce 
black men, who by terrible treach- 
ery and cunning have murdered 
every white man who has dared to 
enter their territory. Maxwell suc- 
cumbs to the fever, and leaves Dane 
alone in the enemy’s land, far from 
the nearest colony, The difficulties 
the man meets and his success in 
the venture and in love lead to the 
conclusion of the story. (Stokes.) 


“ARMS AND INDUSTRY.” 


ORMAN ANGBDLL, whose “Great 
N Illusion” has created a ver- 
itable furor in the civilized 
world, has given us another good 
book in behalf of the peace movement 
in his “Arms and Industry.” In this 
book he restates his position as to 
war between nations. He points out 
again that war does not pay from any 
point of view. He is the most logical 
thinker on the subject of internation- 
al peace. He does not sentimentalize 
about it. He simply examines the 
ideas underlying wars between na- 
tions and shows them to be errone- 
ous. 

“War is unprofitable” is the bur- 
den of the argument. It ts more than 
this. It is ruinous to both nations en- 
gaging in a war. To win in war is 
to lose anyway, so that there is really 
no winning in war between nations. 

Whether one believes in interna- 
tional peace or not, one is bound to 
enjoy the reasoning of the author, be- 
cause it is so clear and 80 logical: If 
ever human beings learn to do things 
by reason rather than impulse, logic 
rather than sentiment, books like those 
of Mr. Angell will be leaders of hu- 
manity. 

Of course, even in our day of senti- 
mentalism, ideas presented in the 
manner in which Mr. Angell presents 
his must win followers. He is there- 
fore doing a great work in the inter- 
est of international peace. Since in- 
ternational peace means the advance 
of civilization the author is to be 
highly commended for his fine work. 
(Putnam.)

Morbid sex analysis is not expected in 
a tale of the North woods and one can- 
not help feeling regret tinged with re- 
sentment that sex obsession should have 
been permitted to disfigure an otherwise 
excellent story of adventure and ro- 
mance.

Tess possible to it The worst spot in 
that district, Mr. Begbie found, was Bel- 
fast, whose wealth he condemns unspar- 
ingly as founded upon the misery of the 
worst slums in Europe. His description 
of the wretched people of the Belfast 
industries is in striking contrast to his 
pictures of the men and women in the 
southern provinces, not yet victims of 
modern industrialism.

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“THE REAL ISSUE. 
‘The ‘unscrupulous methods of the opposition 


| to the new charter are illustrated in the effort to 


frighten taxpayers by false and confusing state- 
ments about the tax provisions of the new char- 
ter. | 
Equal power to tax is conferred on the elty 
government by the old and new charter. This is 
a fundamental provision of all chanters and con- 
stitutions. | 

Under the present charter the government is 

empowered to assess property and fix the tex 
rate. It is empowered to appropriate money 
raised by taxation for various municipal pur- 
poses. 
Under the present charter the government can 
levy license texes on business and occupations: 
In this respect the charters confer equal powers. 
The difference lies in the methods of taxation. 
The new charter provides for a more efficient and 
economical system of public improvement and a 
fairer distribution of improvement taxation. It 
ia the modern system by which the way is opened 
for progress with the least possible burden on 
the people. 

The people took a step in the direction of the 
modern system when, in preparation for the 
World’sa Fair, they adopted the district system of 
street and sewer construction. 

Under this system St. Louis was transformed 
from the worst-paved city in the union to one of 
the best-paved cities in the union. The city was 
equipped with an excellent sewer system. 

The taxes for these improvements were paid 
by the property owners benefited, in annual in- 
staliments, The value of the property improved 
by good streets and sewers increase beyond—in 
many cases far beyond—the cost ef the improve- 


ment. 


The new charter extends this system of im- 
provement districts and special tax bills to all 
forms of public improvements. 

It improves the methods of assessment, collec- | 
tion and payment of these taxes, so that the taxes 
are more equitably distributed, the work less 
costly and the payments are easier. 

Under the present charter for all public im- 
provements except streeta and disirict sewers 
the city is hampered, It cannot make imyprove- 
ments without raising the general tax rate or 
issuing bonds, thus putting the expense upon all 
taxpayers, without regard to property benefits. 
Under the new charter the city can provide 
for all improvements without raising the general 
tax rate or issuing bonds to be paid for by the 
whole city. The private property benefited by 
the improvement will pay for it. 

The city can pay the contractor promptly, by 
special bonds, to be paid for through the special 
taxes, thus insuring lower bids for the work. 
Under the present system the contractors, who 
must collect the special taxes, cash them at the 
banks at high interest. The property owners pay 
the freight. 

Under the system provided in the new charter 
Kansas City has accomplished wonderful tmprove- 
ments, which have attracted world-wide admira- 
tion. Nvery city has found this system necessary. 
St. Louis must come to it or lag behind her 
rivals. | 

It is necessary that the charter enumerate the 
objects of taxation and specify the methods. It 
doesn't follow that all the taxes specified will 
be levied or that all taxpayers will have to pay 
special taxes. They will pay only for benefits. 
Do the people of St. Louis want to go back to 
muddy, impassable streets? 

Do they want insanitary, bad sewers? 

Do they want the city so hampered that need- 
ed public improvements cannot be made without 
increasing the tax rate or holding costly bond 
elections? 

In short, do the people of St. Louis want good, 
clean streets, adequate, sanitary sewers, parks, 
playgrounds, public squares, parkways and recre- 
ation places? 

Do they want them at the least cost and in- 
convenience and with the fairest possible distri- 
bution of the Cost? 

This is the real issue between the new and 
the old charter. 

The one means efficiency, economy and equity 
in taxation and public work. 

The other means inefficiency, extravagance and 

ustice. 

This is the truth about the tax question, which 
is being twisted to mislead the people into the 
service of the special interests, which want to

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BEEING IT THROUGH. 
It was perfectly natural that many Repub- 


licans should ascribe the Claflin failure to Demo- 

tie policies. For 40 years Government and 
business have been stumbling along in a drunken 
embrace, sometimes prosperous, but for protract- 
ed periods depressed and suffering. 

The Claflin collapse had its origin in commer- 
cial methods and financial ideas which lie at the 
very root of discredited Republican theories. It 
bears the bitter fruitage of Hannaism and Mor- 
ganism combined. 

Nothing that President Wilson has said or done 
since he took office has shown greater wisdom 
and courage than his remarks to the Virginia 
Press Association on business conditions. He 
knew of the Claflin failure when he spoke. With 
that in mind, he nevertheless adhered to his faith 
that, once separated from the Morgan and Hanna 
theory that affluence can be bought from political 
parties or manufactured by lithographing estab- 
Hshments, the American people will experience a 
prosperity such as they have never known before. 

He is right. His prophesy has been reasondd 
out. There is no doubt of the accuracy of his 
diagnosis. 
American people have the stamina to adhere to 
doctrines that they believe, or have believed, to 
be essential to the political, commercial and so- 
cial health of the republic. There’s the rub. 

On that point, Mr. Wilson has no doubts. Those 
who in good conscience have followed him thus 
far can hardly fail him now. 


NEW CHARTER’S FINANCE REFORMS. 
Col. Frederick D. Gardner, in his crisp, temper- 

ate, enlightening discussion of the proposed new 

city charter, section by section, has dealt with 
all but one of its important parts, its proposed 
reorganization of the department of finance. 

Want of space forbids publication in full of 
his review of this section of the charter. He 
makes these points: 

1. Under the old charter the Comptroller's 
office, the City Treasurer’s office, the Au- 
ditor’s office, the Assessor's office, the Col- 
lector’s office and the Supply Department are 
all separate and distinct offices with elected 
heads, except the Supply Commissioner. This 
means the distribution of responsibility and 
increase of expense, as each office has to main- 
tain its own forces and equipment. The new 
charter seeks to create but one department, 
making the Comptroller the head and re- 
sponsible for every act. All this is in the 
direction of economy, expedition and exact 
accountability. The duties of each of the 
departments are but little altered, if at all. 
The work is simply centered, in line with 
New York, Chicago and Boston. 

2. The assessment division is altered par- 
ticularly in that it empewers the president of 

the Board of Assessors to “divide and assign 
the work or any of it among his deputies.” 
Under the old charter this cannot be done, as 
it requires a redistricting of the city by the 
Municipal Assembly for assessment purposes. 
This provision of the new charter makes for 
economy and better results. 

8. Under the old charter the Beard of 
Equalization ig required to “remain in session 
four weeks if business requires it but no longer." 
Under this system the taxpayer seeking to 
have his assessment reduced seldom finds the 
board in session to hear his plea. The new 
charter orders the board to remain in continu- 

, ous session six hours daily except Sunday for 
fourtweeks und no longer. Under this plan the 
taxpayer seeking relief will always be able to 
get a hearing without undue delay. 

4. The new charter creates a board to 
standardize supplies bought by the city—a 
system adopted by all other large American 
cities. This will save thousands of dollars 
now wasted, under the loose provisions of the 
old charter. 


Briefly, the new charter substitutes a modern 
business system for the old loose, costly, political 
organization of the city’s finance department. 


UNITED RAILWAY PHOTOGRAPHY. 
To a Clayton jury, which found in her favor, 


a plaintiff suing the United Railways Co. ‘testi- 
fied that photographs which the company put 
in evidence to disprove her claim for injuries 
had been changed to give a false impression. 
They had been reversed, she declared, so ag 
to show her holding her left arm above her 
head instead of her right. The pictures showed 
her holding some chickens on a pole, with her 
left arm raised to its full length. They had 
been obtained, it seems, by a claim agent who 
called on the plaintiff representing himself as 
a chicken fancier, and asked her to exhibit her 
chickens. 

If these facts are as testified to, is the United 
Railways’ camera guilty of perjury or has it 
remained for this elusive corporation. to evolve 
a new form of lying in court which is not pun- 
ishable? 

Such fraud upon a court, if it can be estab- 
lished, should at least amount to contempt and 
the responsibility should be fixed, if not the 
offense severely punished. Who are the men 
and agents of corporations in a community who 
dure practice such mischief in courts of law? 
They need a strong application of the doctrine 
that “guilt is personal.“ 


MISLEADING THD VOTEBS. 

M. Kuhn, 1512 Olive street, in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch, urges working men to vote against 
the new charter because, he says, 90 per cent of 
the voters who do not own their own homes are 
absolutely barred from signing a petition for an 
anitigtive or referendum election.” This he calls 

a fraud upon the propertyless voter.” It would 
8 it existed. It doesn’t. The new charter 
does not require that signers of i., r., and r. pett- 
tions shall be property owners; only that they be 
registered voters, Mr. Kuhn further complains 
that “the contract system is not only retained but 
made compulsory” in the new charter.

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New Charter Can Be Amended. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Does the State Constitution authorize 
amendments to the proposed charter, 
and if not, may such amendments be 
made without such authorization? 

The writer is inclined to agree with 
the Board of Freeholders that the peo- 
ple, clothed with the initiative power, 
are lawmaking authorities, and thas, 
assuming the initiative to be constitu- 
tional, the new charter may be amendei 
by the initiative, if at all. 

As a whole, the new charter pleases 
the writer far better than the old, but 
before deciding finally he wants definite 
information from. competent legal au- 
thorities as to the amending power.

(This point was raised in Kansas 
City and was decided by the Missouri 
Supreme Court in favor of the right 
of the people of that city to frame 
their own charter. In Kansas City 
the people proposed to adopt a new 
charter. They had previously amend- 
ed their old charter. Morrow and 
others asserted the city, by amend- 
its old charter, had exhausted its 
charter-making powers under the 
Missouri Constitution.

My experience with trying to learn 
even a little of the personality of this 
Miss Smith convinced me she rather 
tuns away from than seeks fame. 

Attributing her residence to St. Louis, 
her address is given as 6106 Von Versen 
avenue. Inquiry there revealed that a 
woman of that name once had lived 
there. It was thought she was now in a 
saniterium in North Carolina, She had 
been well beloved by the family with 
whom she made her home, and it was 
hoped some day she would return, but 
sadly, reluctantly—it was feared, recov- 
ery from her present illness was doubt- 
ful.

Even there it would be dif- 
ficult to unearth her record, since she 80 
carefully has followed the injunctive not 
to let her right hand know what her 
left hand doeth. 

Presumably it is due to a book she 
wrote that Mary Elizabeth Smith at- 
tracted the attention of the compilers of 
“Who's Who,” although several other 
points give interest to the short sketch.

“Although Miss Smith distinctly dis- 
claims writing her autobiography,” said 
Miss Gibson, many of her experiences 
undoubtedly contributed the ‘material. 
And whether it is intended or not, the 
author's character is revealed all 
through the book, I think Miss Smith 
must have been much the same sort of 
bookworm as a little girl she describes 
in her opening chapter. She must have 
nau much the same sort of home life on 
a Southern plantation. 

“Some of the old darky characters she 
told me were drawn from life and the 
episode in settlement work she pictures 
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are taken from her own experiences.“ 

Having read the book, it is plain to 
see that oven her Miss zmith was not 
so intent upon writing a world startler 
and bringing fame unto herself as on 
influencing and guiding others in fol- 
lowing her example of seeking the ob- 
scure places and ministering to humble 
folk. 

Just now she is not seeking fame, but 
rather complete rest and physical re- 
inforcement.to her spiritual zeal. Nor 
will she let herself be celebrated as a 
martyr to her work. 

She insists she did not contract tuber-

O boxing bout held between 
top-notch gladiators of the 

ring, from the heavywefghts 

down to the bantamweights, has at- 
tracted such universal attention 
since the memorable fight between 
James J. Jeffries and Jack Jobnson 
in Reno, July 4, 1910, as the sched- 
uled bout between Frank Moran of 
Pittsburg, Pa., and Jack Johnson, 
formerly of Chicago, but now of 
France, which will take place at the 
Velodrome d' Hiver, Paris, France, 


tonight. 

Johnson is the favorite in the bet- 
ting at 2 to 5, despite all the rumors 
regarding his lack of physical condi- 
tion during the winter. Recently he 
has trained so seriously that many 


believe he will easily defeat Moran. 
George Carpentier, the champion 
heavyweight boxer of Europe, will 
referee the bout. 

The selection of Carpentier as ref- 
eree has been severely criticized in 
sOme quarters and applauded in oth- 
ers. It will be his first experience as 
the third man in the ring. While he 
understands the game thoroughly, he 
is said to be of excitable nature and 
many fear that he may become “rat- 
tled” and make an error of judgment 
in a critical stage of the bout.. He 
has the power to decide the winner 
if the bout goes the limit and both 
men are on their feet at the last bell. 
He also possesses the authority to 
disqualify either man, 

It will be another case of Boxer vs. 
Fighter. Johnson represents the ideal 
boxer. He is not at all aggressive. 
The champion is a man in whom the in- 
stinct of self-preservation is developed 
to an abnormal extent. He is without 
aggressiveness. He abhors being hurt. 


Moran Can Stand the Gaff. 


Moran, on the other hand, is absolute- 
ly fearless, can stand a reasonable 
amount of punishment and will take 
all sorts of wallops if he thinks he has 


an even chance of putting over a good 
one. 

No one has made any concerted attack 
on Johnson's stomach in any of his 
battles; for one reason, he has guarded 
himself too well. It has long been the 
opinion of experts that any good, strong 
aggressive young heavyweight who 
could get Johnson into the ring would 
be able to whip the big black in a long 
battle. While Moran doesn’t class with 
former . champions, still he is young, 
strong, aggressive and very confident. 

Moran regards the result as “in.” 


As a matter ef fact, Frank and his 
manger, Dan McKetrick, have ar- 
ranged with Harry Pollock and Jack 
Curley for a tour areund the world 
“after he wins.“ 

Johnson is not the gm fighter he 
was the day he defeated Jeffries. Every 
follower of the boxing game admits 
this. He has lived at a whirlwind pace 
d the last four years. He has 
burn the candle at both ends and 
twisted the middie as well. Although 
he took on flesh he never tipped the 
scales at more than 285 pounds. It was 
not fat that hurt him, but wine and fast 
living. This sapped his strength to such 
an extent that when he fought Battling 
Jim Johnson in Paris, last winter, he 
was merely a shell of his old self. both 
as a boxer and as a fighter during the 


milling. 

Moran has the advantage of youth 
on his side. He is nine years younger 
than Johnson. On form, he does not 
class with the champion. His best 
bouts, the ones that stand out, are 
his 20-round batties wi Gunboat 
Smith in California and his knockout 
victory of Al Palsef in seven rounds 
in this city in 1918, It was his de- 
cisive victory over ger that gave 
him his chance to fight Johnson.
